Raise in Fees for Jurors 


Two Outagamie County Board com- 


mittees last week recommended raising 
fees for those serving on juries from $5 
per half day to $8 and from $ft per full 
day to S14. fees equal to those now being 
paid to the supervisors themselves. 


This adjustment in jury fees it long 


overdue. The last adjustment was made 
In 1949. Both costs of living and wages 
have risen sharply since. 


Jury service is a privilege as well as a 


duty but it is unfair to ask a small per- 
centage of individuals to leave jobf pay- 
ing perhaps S18 to S20 per day and more 
to serve a public cause for S8. It is a def- 
inite hardship for a man with a family be- 
ing paid on an hourly basis. He stands to 
lose a substantial sum if he must serve 
for several weeks or e\en months, depend- 
ing on the demands made on a particular 
Jury pane!. 
. The problem is not as serious for execu- 
thes paid annual salaries by their com- 
panies or a merchant who can get away 
from his business for a time. 


But jury commissioners, the men re- 


sponsible for picking qualified jurors who 
can hear and understand sometimes com- 
plicated cases, are faced with this choice 
constantly—wheiher to bypass the work- 
ing men who would make good jurors and 
place the burden of jury service on those 
who apparently would not suffer monetary 
losses.

The Lesson From Hurricane Hilda 


Hurricane Hilda, the most vicious of 


this fall's equinoctial storms, is blowing it- 
self out. But its fury has destroyed mil- 
lions of dollars worth of property, smash- 
ed the means of making a living for thou- 
sands of people, and taken at least four 
score lives. Its rage is once more the warn- 
ing that man does not yet control his des- 
tiny. 


The knowledge that Hilda was coming 


and the ability almost to pinpoint where 
it would strike and with what force meant 
that probably 
hundreds 
and 
perhaps 


thousands of people did not die. There is 
no way to guarantee that a building will 
not be blown apart or a grain field swamp- 
ed, but men and women and children can 
get out of the path of the storm if they 
know it is coming. The courage of other 
generations in flying into the eye of hur- 
ricanes led to information that has taught 
scientists a great deal about how the 
storms work. Unexpected tornadoes hitting 
In advance of Hilda, probably were the 
major cause of the loss of life. 


Man's ingenuity probably one day and 


perhaps relatively soon, may be able to 


. figure out a means of breaking up a hur- 


ricane or changing its course to that it 
rages only over an empty ocean. There are 
proposals to "seed" the eye of the storm, 
perhaps with nuclear devices, to explode 
-and fragment its strength. Eventually it 
may be that populated areas will be free of 
the hurricane danger. 


The terrible winds are not the only 


perils which Hilda and her sisters bring. 
In addition to the 
advance tornadoes, 


there always is the danger of tidal" waves 
in the hurricane's wake. Hunger, epidem- 
ics from tainted water, rickety buildings 
which are -weakened and collapse unex- 
pectedly later, poisonous snakes fleeing 
the swamps, all contribute to the dangers. 


But from each hurricane a lesson is 


learned and the suffering reduced. The ef- 
forts to reduce the toll from the outbursts 
of nature are as important as national de- 
fense security measures.

It is when we try to 
feed children (and ourselves) 
by some mechanical system of 
"nutrition" that the body re- 
bels. 


Some years ago. it was 


found 
that 
underprivileged 


children who were nibbling at 
classroom chalk were not be- 
ing merely willful and silly— 
they were suffering from a 
calcium deficiency, which the 
chalk 
helped 
satisfy, even 


though they didn't know it 


I have always required a 


great deal of sugar, but rela- 
tively little meat. The woman 
I live with is exactly the op- 
posite; should we, then, have 
the same "balanced diet"? 
And what about the children, 
who 
have 
wildly different 


tastes — and presumably, dif- 
ferent metabolic systems? 


One of the worst, and most 


common, of parental sins, it 
teems to me, is pushing cer- 
tain kinds of good into chil- 
d r e n. A child instinctively 


knows how much it wants to 
eat. and how much of each 
kind of food. A child's bodily 
intelligence matures long be- 
fore its mental powers. 


Forcing the child to eat 


what the charts call a "bal- 
anced" diet is an outrage to 
the body — and the body often 
strikes back by setting up a 
permanent 
life-long b l o c k 


against certain kinds of foods. 
To this day. the mere sight 
of a turnip curdles my taste- 
buds with repugnance. 


Nobody has to tell an ani- 


mal what is best for it to tat: 
and nobody has to tell a child, 
either, except possibly a email 
infant It is true that tame 
persons grow up with dietary 
deficiencies — but only where 
poor eating Dibits persist And 
these habits are formed when 
food becomes too iinpottanl to 
the parent, when it is not only 
a symbol but sometimes a sub- 
stitute for love. 


One of my children drinks 


copious quantities of water all 
d a y 
long, 
while 
another 


scarcely sips a mouthful. Of 
course, water it necessary and

Divert Rain 
Water Down

Q: Our new home hn a ft- 
fe with an overhead dear,

A: Evidently the driveway is 


pitched toward the garage, so 
that the water flows to instead 
of running off.

door in order to divert the wa- 
ter.

Q. We developed a taste for 


wine on our vacation and want- 
ed to use an old cut glass de- 
canter for holding the wine. 
However, we find the glass stop- 
per absolutely immovable: we 
can't budge it at all. Is there 
any way of getting the stopper 
out. short of breaking the de- 
canter* 


A: The first thing you might 


try is putting a few drops of 
glycerin or light oil around the 
edge of the stopper and letting 
it stay there a few days, in the 
hope it may work down inside 
and act as a lubricant. If this 
is unsuccessful, hold the neck 
of the decanter under fairly 
warm water keeping the stop- 
per out of the way This gentle 
heat may be enough to expand 
the neck so you can draw out 
the stopper. If the decanter is 
valuable. I suggest that the next 
step would be to take it to a 
professional accustomed to han- 
dling antiques, and let him take 
over.
